Kelsey says that one of the causes impeding 
a good class of immigrants coming from 
England is the rough discourtsey shown to 
second and third class passengers on the 
steamers between Liverpool and Quebec. 
After they reach Quebec Mr. Kelsey says 
that the C. P. R. and Dominion government 
officials, show every kindness and help all 
along the road ; but om board the steamer 
the ship officials under the purser and 
doctor do their worst to discourage pas- 
sengers who don’t choose to pay saloon fare.

RIOT AT ST. ALBERT. 


Information was received at the barracks 
here about 7 o’clock last night that sixty 
armed settlers of St. Albert had torn down 
the house of L. Como and. thrown it into 
the river together with his furniture, and 
had ordered him off tke land, threatening 
tokillhim if he returned. J. B. Savoie 
and Dennis Hebert aiso complained that a 
tent had been remcved by the crowd. Insp. 
Snyder with four men went out and a non- 
commissioned officer and two men were 
wired for from Fort Saskatchewan. The 
police are at St. Albert now, 

Octave Magean settled some years ago on 
ariver lot in St. Albert settlement which 
was bounded by the high water mark of the 
river. Subsequently the water receded 
leaving a large tract of land between the 
ofiginal high water mark and the present 
water's edge. A homestead~ewery for the 
land left by the receding water was granted 
to L. Como, and Mageau has been in corres- 
pondence with the government for some 
time, contending that the land right to the 
waiser’s edge belonged to him, and the 
government kad at last practically admitted 
that his claim was correct.

ATHABASCA DIOCESE. 


Bishop Young came in from the Landing 
yesterday. His last visit to Edmonton was 
in October 1895. The work in his diocese 
of Athabasca has progressed steadily at all 
the missions. At Smoky river the Rev. 
Henry Robinson suffered bereavement; by 
the death of his wife on June l4th, At 
this mission there is a farm in which In- 
dians are taught practical agriculture, and 
those of them who choose to settle down 
to farming are assisted in every possible 
way. Last year owing to drouth the crops 
at this mission and settlement were an entire 
failure. A. Mackenzie} at the H. B. Co’s 
post there,also lost his crops. These people 
have received no government aid in the 
form of seed grain. Prospects this season 
are much better. Mr. Robinson is busily 
engaged in erecting a building for church 
and school purposes, and expects te open 
the school with 10 or 15 children. 

St. Luke’s mission is at Vermillion, Peace 
River. Rev. Mr. Scott, of this mission, is 
at present away attending the provincial 
and general synod. Myr. A. J. Warwick 
has charge of the scheol at which there 
is an average attendance of 15 to20. There 
is one outpost at Red River where Indians 
belonging to St. Luke’s mission come to 
trade. 

At St. Paul’s mission, Fort Chipewyan on 
Lake Athabasca, Rev. G. R. Lneas is in 
charge of the work which is amongst the 
Chipewyan Indians. 

At Wabuscow mission the Rev. Caarles 
Weaver has charge. This mission lies aorth 
of the regular route of travel, a good dis- 
tance in the interior of the country, be- 
tween the Athabasca and Peace rivers. 
They have an Indian school there. 

At White Fish lake mission Rev. W. G. 
White is missionary. He is at present tak- 
ing the place of Rev. G. Holmes at Slave 
lake, while that gentleman is on furlough 
in England. Mr. L. 8. White, brother of 
the missionary,is looking after the residents 
at White Fish lake mission during his 
brother’s abgence. The work at the last 
two missions is entirely amongst Cree In- 
dians. 

In these missious every year there are 
from 30 to 40 Indians baptized. In the 
north generally the Indians male and female, 
have all given up native dress, and adopted 
that of civilization. More or less, however, 
they still observe their medicine rites, and 
at some points they hold their tea dance, 
which is a kind of invocation, in connection 
with the worship of their mun-e-to-kans or 
fetish. Outwardly, however, they give 
every appearance of being perfectly civiliz- 
ed. All Indians who are baptized by the 
missionaries are required torenounce these 
heathen customs.

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THE HIGH COMMISSIONER. 


The Toronto Star, alluding to the 
continuation in office as high ecommis- 
sioner to England of Sir Donald Smith 
says: 

‘* Hon. Mr. Laurier will‘do his country 
great service by permitting Sir Donald 
Smith to remain as high commissioner in 
London. The office is on2 for which Sir 
Donald is particularly well adapted, and, 
owing to his intimate relations with the 
financ’al magnates of London,he can do great 
good to those Canadian enterprises which 
must look to foreign capital for encourage- 
ment. Already Sir Donald Smith is recog-- 
nized as being a vast improvement upon his 
predecessor. The personal wealth of the 
present high commisssioner precindes any 
suspicion that he will use the office for his 
own advancement. Rich and public-spirit- 
ed, respected by the greatest financial 
authorities of the world, astute and ener- 
getic, it isunlikely that anyone to be com- 
pared with him could be suggested as his 
successor. Probably in a year or two Sir 
Donald may see fit to retire, but it is 
generaily understood that Mr. Laurier 
wishes the present high commissioner to 
remain where he is as long as he desires.” 


While most people will agree that an 
appointment made by the late govern. 
ment should not be cancelled except 
for cause, and everyone will concede the 
great wealth and ability of the present 
high commissioner in London, it is still 
a fact that his continuance in that 
position is not looked upon with the 
same favorin the West, as that with 
which the Starseems tc regard it. It 
is Sir Donald’s intimate relations with 
the financial magnates of London, that 
is particularly objectionable. There is 
no doubt that he could do great good 
to those Canadian enterprises which he 
chose to help, but he could also do 
great harm to those which he wished to 
hurt. He could do that without any 
WMajstance, and there are good reasons 
Wh}, he should not have the greater 
power for evil which his position as 
Canadiah Sigh commissoner will give. 
is a netessity of this western country 
her schemes, and particularly 


R. should have the assistance 
of English capital in order to 
secure the developmen: of the West. 
Any schemes objectionable in any way 
to C. P. R. interests may expect hind- 
rance and not help from the present 
high commissioner. He has already 
publicly expressed himself as opposed 
to competing railway development in 
the Northwest on the ground that the 
circumstances of the country did not at 
present justify it. We of the North- 
west know that without competition, 
our circumstances cannot improve with 
any reasonable degree of rapidity, if in- 
deed weare not bound to retrograde. 
And Sir Donald Smith is now in the 
best possible position to prevent that 
competition. Tnis is plain speaking ; 
but it is a time for plain speaking. 
We have had king log as high com- 
missioner to Engiand for a number of 
years. We-now have king stork, as 


far as western interests are concerned.

THE “TNA CREAMERY, 

The expansion of the creamery brattch 
of tho agricultural industry is by many 
looked upon as the chisf hope of 
prosperity for the farmers of Alberta. 
At the same time creamery enterprises 
have not all been successful. The 
principal drawbacks they have had to 
contend with is lack of capital, lack of 
business experience and interest by the 
managers, a falling market, and above 
all, the sparse settlement; which renders 
the cost of gathering the milk so great 
as to destroy any possible profit to 
either the creamery operator or the 
farmer, whichever undertakes the haul- 
ing. For aithough the cash outlay to 
the farmer hauling his milk to the 
separator may not be as great as that of 
the creamery company, the loss of time 
and consequently labor, during the 
busy seasons of the year, makes haul- 
ing the milk even more of a losing 
speculation for him. The A®tna cream- 
ery on the St. Mary’s river, a few miles 
north of the international boundary line, 
is without doubt the most successful 
creamery in Alberta, although appar- 
ently the least favorably situated. It 


is sixty miles from the nearest railway | very few farmers can afford to purchase 


station, Lethbridge ; the surrounding 


j country is hilly, and very sparsely 


settled, indeed there is not a settler in 
sight of the creamery; and yet it is 
financiaily successf1l where other cream- 
eries have been flat financial failures. 
The first necessity of the compaay, 
capital, is provided by the farmers in- 
terestel forming themselves into a 
joint stock company, and putting up 
their shares either in work or material 
on the creamery—which by the way 
is a cheese factory as well—or in cash. 
The building is first class, stone founda- 
tion, concrete floor in the churning and 
storage department and frame super- 
structure. Machinery and fittings first 
class. An expert butter ‘and cheese 
makeris employed at a fair salary and 
at least one of the officers of the com- 
pany lives and works right at the 


factory. A staff of several laborers is 


also kept at the factory. The manu- 
facturing interests of the incorporated 
company are altogether distinct from 
the producing intérests of the patrons, 
although as a matier of fact most of the 
patrons are shareholders. The company 
buys the milk from its patrons at so 
much a gallon, and keeps ihe by pro- 
ducts for its own use and profit. Where 
patrons live near the factory and have 
enough cows to warrant them in de- 
livering milk, the company pays 6c. a 
gallon for the milk delivered at the 
factory, and keeps the skimmed milk 
to be fed to hogs which are kept in 
connection ‘with the factory. This does 
away with the necassity of the farmer 
losing time waiting at the factory for 
milk to be separated, and allows him to 
drive home quickly. He provides for 
the calves.of the cows whose milk is 
taken to the factory by putting them 
with the rest of his herd of cows so that 
each cow suckles two calves. But the 
bulk of the milk used in the factory is 
not hauled at all. The patrons who 
live too far from the creamery or have 
not encugh cows to warrant them in 
delivering their milk, turn the cows, 
whose milk they wish to go to the 
creamery, into a herd which ranges in 
the vicinity of the creamery and is 
milked as close to it as may be by the 
laborers employed atthe creamery. In 
this case the calves are fed by the 
creamery company and the patrons re-, 
ceive 4c, a gallon for the milk from the 
cows. By this system the cost of haul+ 
ing the milk is altogether done away 
with and by the straight purchase of 
the milk there is no room for complaints 
of unfair dealing against the company. 
The company owning the butter, can 
ship or hold as their judgment on the 
state of the markets direct, and as the 
profit or loss falls upon them they are 
bound to do their best to make a profit 
and avoid a loss, an inducement which 
is less prominent in a_ co-operative 
creamery in which the patrons as such 
have a share in the management, and 
stand the total loss on the fall of the 
market or the quality of the butter, 
while the butter maker loses nothing. 
The cows are estimated to yield two 
gallons of milk a day for a season of 
four months. At ithe 6c. rate this isa 
yield of $14.40 per cow for the season 
with the trouble of hauling the milk 
to the creamery to set against the labor 
of churning and making the butter 
with the chance of not selling it. At 
the 4c. rateit is a yield of $9.60 per 
cow without even the trouble of milk- 
ing. Of course good cows on the 
richer pasturage of Northern Alberta 
would give a much better yield than 
this. With cows worth $20 to $30 
per head, a yield of $14.40 per head 
per season or even $9.60 is a very good 
investment, when it is remembered 
that the milk of the rest of the season 
would be available for family use. 

It is not probable that the A®tna 
system can be adopted in full in this 
part of the country. There may not be 
sufficient open range for the purpose. 
But there may be an adaptation of it 
which will get over the present neces- 
sity of hauling the milk. It has been 
thoroughly established that cream can 
be hauled profitably while milk cannot, 
and the reason that cream is not gather- 
ed is because deep set cream is notas 
satisfactory in the production of first 
class buther as separated cream and 


a separator or have enough cows to make 
the purchase profitable. If farmers 
could furnish separated cream for col- 
lection by the creawery the principal 
difficulty in the way of the successful 
operation of creameries in this country 
would have ceased to exist. If those 
farmers who have most cows purchased 
separators and took what cows their 
neighbors had to spare to herd and 
milk on shares as is done in the case 
of the A&tna creamery, the problem of 
the cost of hauling the milk to either 
the creamery or the separator would be 
gotten over, and the creamery industry 
would become a success. While the 
profit to the owner of the cows milked 
on shares might not be as large as the 
hoped for profit under the system of 
hauling the milk to the separating 
station or creamery worked on the co- 
operative principle, the actual profit 
would probably be greater. At any 
rate the owner of the cow would know 
what he was getting and going to get 
from her and could make his calcula- 
tions accordingly, as he cannot under 
the system by which he expects to be a 
partner in the profits on the sale of the 
butter, but is generally an unwilling 
subscriber to the losses incurred. Until 


ithe industry becomes thoroughly estab- 


lished the farmer will do better to seil 
his cream or rent his cow fora definite 
amount rather than’ take any specula- 
tive chances on butter, while there is 
still so much to learn as to making, 
handling and marketing it, and so many 
chances to be taken. It is better that 
the creamery company asa distinct in- 
stitution from the patrons, should take 
the chances of loss for the sake of the 
chances of profit and thus have a direct 
inducement to do the best that can be 
done to make the very best quality of 
butter and sell it at the very highest 
price, than that the patrons for the sake 
of expected profits should bear the 
whole burden of the loss, as they de 
under the co-operative system whereby 
the operator gets a fixed price for mak- 
ing and they take allthe risk of the 
quality and sales.

CORRESPONDENCE. 


Epitor BULLETIN. 

Sir: The late frosts in this district 
naturally leads to the enquiry, whether 
ny means can be adopted to prevent,or, 
at all events, to modify its action 
Science has done much in these days, 
has it done nothing to help us in this 
direction? A brief explanation of one 
or two of the laws producing summer 
frost, with the suggestion of what, I 
understand, has been tried in Manitoba 
with beneficial effect, may, to some ex- 
tent, perhaps, help us in future. 


In an ordinarly well cultured ecun- 
try the heat from the sun is absorbed 
by the earth and vegetation to the ex- 
tent of sixty per cent, while the other 
forty per cent. is absorbed by the 
atmosphere. This. heat absorbed dur- 
ing the day is radiated, or given off, 
during the night, particularly by plants, 
which are strong radiators, when the 
sun is below the horizon and con- 
seyuently the air becomes covler. How- 
ever great this radiatton may be asa 
rule, in acloudy night, there is not 
much harm done, as the clouds reflect 
back alarge proportion of the heat up. 
on the plants, but ona clear. bright 
night when there are no clouds, the 
heat is radiated so fast and’ to sv great 
extent into what is really empty space, 
that the water on the surface of plants 
in the form of dew and that of which 
all vegetation contains a very large per- 
centage is reduced in temperature below 
the freezing point, and the plants are 
frozen and blight ensues. To prevent 
this radiation on a clear cloudless nightof 
the heat absorbed during thefday, vegeta- 
tion in gardens may be protected by 
sacks, straw, or other coveri:g which 
can easily be removed in the morning. 
However, for crops in fields, it may be 
done by kindling a fire of brush, grass 
or other material to the windward of 
the parts to be protected, so that the 
smoke, even, where there may not be 
much heat, may form artificial clouds, 
so as to throw back the radiated heat 
upon the vegetation, whence it has 
come. In a country like this, where 
so much brush and grass may be had 
simply for the labor of cutting, there 
should not be much difficulty in put- 
ting this suggestion to the test. . If 
found effective arrangements, at the 
end of seed time.could be made to lay 
material in suitable spots so as to be 
ready when frost threatens.

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GENERAL NEWS. 


Officials of the interior department esti- 
mate that ae, os a to Canada to date 
this season is fully five per cent below the 
arrivals of last spring. This means that 
unless great improvement takes place by 
autumn this will be one of the dullest immi- 
gration seasons in many years. 

Though the Queen may not be actually 
upon the point of retiring, it-is stated by 
those who are in a position to judge of situ- 
ation that Her Majesty has felt the weight 
of her years more and more since the death 
of the late Prince Henry of Battenburg, 
who was a most constant and devoted 
attendant upon the ancient sovereign and 
that the retirement of the latter from active 
participation in the affairs of the state can- 
not be much longer delayed. 

Vancourer World: It is quite evident 
from the tone of the Eastern press repre- 
senting the views of the liberal party that | 
it is not the intention of the government of 
Hon. Wilfrid Laurier to be in any degree 
hostile to the Canadian Pacific railway ccm- 
pany and its diversified interests throughout 
this country. There is the strongest reason 
for believing that the scheme of at once 
constructing the section of the Canadian 
Pacific Rai!}way westward from Lethbridge 
through what is known as the Crow’s Nest 
Pass into the heart of Kootenay, which is 
to-day the greatest mining district on the 
globe, will receive such assistance from the 
administration as will ensure the completioa 
of that line at an early date.” 

Mossomin Spectors, conservative: It will 
be comparatively safe to rule Sir Donald out 
of the running as miristor of interior if only 
for the good or sufficient reason that pro- 
bably he was never in it.

He 
sheuld hav2 brains and breadth, courage 
and originality enough to grasp the pro- 
blems which lie before him. The west needs 
a man who can take its affairs boldly and 
bodily out of the rut of officialism. It is 
easy and not unusal for the third rate men 
whom cur system of local representation 
often admits into the cabinet circle to be- 
eome the perfunctory puppets of the perm- 
anent officials of their departments, We do 
not want a man of this stamp, The new 
minister must be a western man, and either 
Martin, Sifton or Oliver will be acceptable, 
with Oliver for choice. There is a report 
that the vacancy will not be filled till the 
school question is settled, but we decline to 
treat such a rumour seriously. It is enough 
to say that the west is around and critical 
and not in humeur to become the vicim of 
cabinet convenience. We want a minister 
of the interior, we want a good minister, 
and we want him quick, school question or 
no school question.

THE LOCAL ELECTION. 


The polling for the election of a member 
of the assembly took place in the Edmonton 
district last Tuesday without any excite- 
ment.

The total 
polled in town was 360 out of which Me- 
Cauley got 312 whilein South Edmonton 
the total vote was 22] out of which Ruther- 
ford had 189, Even after the close of the poll 
and at the announcement of the result here 
no noise was made, but later in the evening 
some of the young men, friends of Mr. Mc- 
Cauley determined to do him honor. They 
laid iheir plans and waited the results 
from Beimont, Stony Plain, Sandy lake 
ard Clover Bar, when McCauley’s majority 
was 214. The band was ordered out, 
torches were lit, and a procession was form- 
ed outside the fire hall! which marched_ to 
Mr. McOaaley’s house and placed him in 
the sulky he used in Dominion Day races 
and drew kim in the procession, which was 
reformed and proceeded down Main street 
to the Queen’s where Mr. McCauley at the 
evall of the crowd addressed a few words of 
thanks to them from the balcony. He was 
then escorted back home in the same man- 
ner. The crowd broke up with cheers for 
everyone, after Mr. McCauley had made 
another speech complimenting and thank- 
ing the hand.

GOLD SAVING MACHINERY. 


F. M. Mahan the inventor of the mining 
plant put in by Judge Rouleau has given us 
full particulars of the process whieh are as 
follows : 


The gold bearing gravel many be mined 
by hand shovels, or road scrapers and is 
conveyed to the mixing and separating tank 
which is an oblong sheet iron box having a 
concave bottom, and also a concave perfor- 
ated sheet steel false bottom, rising obliquely 
from about the center of the tank at one 
end, to the top at the other end. Above 
and parallel to this false bottom, is.a long 
horizontal shaft, having a number of bevel- 
led mixers, set spirally around the shaft. 
These mixers are filled with holes, to pre- 
vent the water from being thrown out with 
the stones and rubbish at the dump. end of 
the tank. The mixers also have projections 
to facilitate the mixing process. Water is 
supplied to this tank by a steam pump, and 
compressed air is forced into the tank to 
agitate the materials and separate the fine 
dust from the stones. The lower end of the 
horizontal shaft where the dirt is fed to the 
machine, is under water, which thorughly 
wets the material as soon as it enters the 
tank. The revolutions of the shaft stirs the 
gravel and conveys the useless part oi it out 
to the dums end and throws it ont. The 
fine sand containing the gold passes through 
the false bottom, and drops into the boot of 
the tank in the form of slush and silt. This 
part of the machine is charged with quick- 
silver which separates the shot gold, and an 
elevator conveys the still finer silt and float 
gold to the amalgamating tank over a carbon- 
ized ‘electroid table. The amalgamating 
tank is a square, upright sheet iron box 
containing removable silver plates which 
are so placed as toform a zigzag passage for 
the silt from the top to the bottom. At the 
bottom of this tank is a honey-combed 
drawer, also charged with quicksilver, and 
this will catch any gold which has not ad- 
hered to the silverized plates. From this 
the remaining refuse is washed out over an 
oscillating table with silverized plates into a 
waste vat. Itis practically impossibie for 
any gold to be lost by being washed out into 
this vat, and the whole process seems to be 
so arranged that nota particle of the gold 
can possibly be lost. We look forward with 
interest to reports as to the success of the 
appliance on the Saskatchewan, and the 
enterprise of Judge Rouleau in bringing 
such a valuable plant into our midst is cer- 
tainly commendable. The whole plant is 
operated by a portable horizontal engine 
and boiler.
